Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 -1 8 and 20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In 
addition to applicants remark of 06/27/2003, prior art of record does not teach or 
suggest alone or in combination a cartridge system and method for using 
cartridge system for an electrical test probe comprising: a minimally inductive 
electrical contact mechanism directly electrically coupled to electronics of main 
probing head body and a probing tip cartridge securable/held by a foot 
associated with said probing tip cartridge extending into said probing head body 
as further defined at claims 1,11,16 and 20.
